It, therefore, only reſts with me at preſent, 
to inform the public, that by this addreſs, my object is not 
to ſolicit a PaTRoN to what has already been ſo liberally pa- 
troniſed; but to communicate à fact which I cannot in juſ- 
tice prevail on myſelf to conceal; namely, that wichout the 
kind interference, and friendly aſſiſtance of Dr. Doig, the poem 


of SCOTLAND'S SKAITH, in all likelihood, would never have: 


been publiſhed.
